AN ACT Dmlati^ p«bl)c hnds te tbe wvMal SMOw tbid ToflloriM wbtdh may 
provide collegee for tte beliefit of agncttltim and the laectUDUc arti. 

Be it enatied hy (he Senate and Houie ofBepresetUatives of the Umttd 
8UUe9 ofAmefica, in Congresa assembled, Thftt there be granted to the 
sereral States, for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, an amount of 
public land, to be apportioned to each State a quantity equal to 
30,000 acres foi* each Senator and Representative in Congress to which 
the States are respectireiy entitled by the apportioninent under the 
eeflsus of ISDO: Provided, That no mineral lands shall be selected or 
purchased undftr the provisions of this act. 

See. 2. And he U furtker enacted, That the land aforesaid, after 
being surveyed, shall be apportioned to the several States in sections 
or subdivisions of sections, not less than one-quarter of a section; and 
wherever there are public lands in a State, subject to sale at private 
entry at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, the quantity to 
which said State shall be entitled shall be selected from such lands, 
within the limita of such State; and the Secretary of the Interior is 
hereby directed to issue to each of the States, in which there is not the 
quantity of public lands subject to sale at private entry, at one dollar 
and twenty-five cents per acre, to which said State may be entitled 
under the provisions of this act, land scrip to the amount in acres for 
the deficiency of its distributive share; said scrip to be sold by said . 
, States, and the proceeds thereof applied to the uses and purposes 
prescribed in this act, and for no other use or purpose whatsoever: 
j Provided, That in no case shall any State to which land scrip may thus 
be issued be allowed to locate the same within the limits of any other 
State, or of any territory of the United States; but their assignees 
may thus locate said land scrip upon any of the unappropriated lands 
of the United States subject to sale at private entry, at one dollar and 
twenty-fire cents, or less, an acre: And "provided further, That not 
more than one million acres shall be located by such assignees in any 
one of the States : And -provided further, That no such location shall be 
made before one year from the passage of this act. 

Sec. 3. And he it further enacted, That all the expenses of manage- 
ment, superintendence and taxes from date of selection of said lands, 
previous to their salits, and atl expenses incurred in the mfmagement 
and disbursement of moneys which may be received therefrom, shall

be paid by the States to which they may belong, out of the Treasury 
of said States, so that the entire proceeds of the sale of said lands shall 
be applied, without any diminution whatever, to the purposes 
hereinafter mentioned. 

Sbo. 4. And be it farther enacted, That all moneys derived from tbe 
sale of the lands aforesaid by the States to which the lands are appor- 
tioned, and from the sales of land scrip hereinbefore provided for, 
shall be invested in stocks of the United States, or of the States, or 
some other safe stocks, yielding not less than five per centum upon the 
par value of said stocks; and that the moneys so invested shall con- 
stitute a perpetual fund, the capital of which shall remain forever 
undiminished, except so far as may be provided in section fifth of this 
act, and the interest of which shall be inviolably appropriated, by 
each State which may take and claim the benefit of this act, to the 
endowment, support, and maintenance of, at least, one college, where 
the leading object shall be, without excluding other scientific and 
classical studies, and including military tactics, to teach such branches 
of learning as are related to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such 
manner as the Legblatures of the States may respectively prescribe, 
in order to promote the liberal and practical education of the industrial 
classes in the several pursuits and professions in life. 

Sec. 5. Arid he itJurSier enacted, That the grant of land and land 
scrip hereby authorized shall be made on the following conditions, to 
which, as well as to the provisions hereinbefore contained, the pre- 
vious assent of the several States shall be signified by legislative acts: 

Firat. If Miy portion of the fund invested, as provided by the fore- 
going section, or any portion of the interest thereon, shall, by any 
action or contingency, be diminished or lost, it shall be replaced by 
the State to wluch it belongs, so that the capital of the fund shall re- 
main forever undiminished; and the annual interest shall be regu- 
larly applied without diminution to the purposes mentioned in the 
fourth section of this act, except that a sum, not exceeding ten per 
centum upon the ajnount received by any State under the provisions 
of tiiia act, may be expended for the purchase of lands for sites or 
experimental farms, whenever authorized by the respective Legisla- 
tures of said States; 

Second. No portion of said fund, nor the interest thoreon, shall be 
apphed, directly or indirectly, under any pretense whatever, to the 
purchase, erection, preservation, or repair of any building or buildings; 

Third. Any State which may take and claim the benefit of the pro- 
visions of this act shall provide, within five years, at least not less 
than one college, as prescribed in the fourth section of this act, or the 
grant to such State shall cease; and said State shall be bound to pay 
the United States the amount received of any lands previously sold, 
and that the Utle to purchasers under the State shall be vaUd; 
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l^ourih. An annual report shall be made regarding the progress of 
each college, recording any improvements and experiments made, 
•vrith. their costs and results, and such other matters, including State 
industrial and economical statistics, aa may be supposed useful; one 
copy of which shall be transmitted by mail free, by each, to all the 
oth.er collies which may be endowed under .the provisions of this 
act, and also one copy to the Secretary of the Interior; 

Fi0i, When lands shall be selected from those which have been 

raised to double the minimum price in consequence of railroad grants, 

::- tltiey shall be computed to the States at the maximum price, and ihe 

number of acres proportionally diminished; 
J. Sixth. No State, while in a condition of rebellion of insurrectiqn 

against the government of the United States, shall be entitled to the 
i' benefit of this act; 

: SeveiUh. No State shall be entitled to the benefits of this act unl^s

[le Be it enacted by the Senate an4 House of Representatives of the United 

rf,' States of America in Congress ataemhled. That the fourth section of 
^ the act donating public lands to the several States and Territories 
p^ which may provide coU^es for the benefit of agriculture and the 
jje mechanic arts, apiMroved July second, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
^f two, be, and the same is hereby, amended so aa to read as follows: 
|j "Sbc. 4. That aU moneys derived from the sale of lands aforesaid 

l:^ the States to which knds are apportioned, and from the sales of 
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land scrip hereinbefore provided for, shall be invested in stocks of the 
United States or of the States, or some other safe stocks; or the saqia 
may be invested by the States having no State stocks, in ^ny other 
manner after the l^islatures of such States shall have assented 
thereto, and engaged that such funds ^hall yifi}d not lass than five 
per centum upon the amount so invested and thnt the prinapal 
thereof shall forever remain unimpaired: Provided, That the numeys 
so invested or loaned shall constitute a perpetual fund, the capital of 
which shall remain forever undiminished (exc^t so far a^ may be 
provided in section five of this act), and the intuit of which shall 
be inviolably appropriated, by each State which may take and claixn 
the benefit of thjs act, to the endowment, support, and maintenance 
of at least one college where the leading object shall be, without 
excluding other scientific and classical studies, and including nulitaiy 
tactics, to teach such branches of leaning as are related to agriculture 
and the mech^c arts, in audi manner as the legislatfires of the 
States may respectively preBcribe, in order to promote the Ubwal and 
practical education of the industrial clfwsee jn the several pursuits 
and professions in life."

Morrill Act of 1890. 

AN ACT To q)ply a portioB of the proceeds of the public lands to the more complete 
endowment and support of the collegee for the benefit ol ^riculbive and die mechanic 
arts estabbahed under the provieioiie of an tct pf OoagKw appiored Iviy second, 
eighteen hundred and eiity-two. 

Be U enacted by the Senate anA House of Sepre^entativea cf ike United 
States of America in Congress OMewihUd, That there- shall be, and 
hereby is, annually appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, arising from the sale of publip lands, to be 
paid as hereinafter provided, to each State and Territory for the more 
complete endowment and maintenance of colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arte now eatablisjiad, or whicb may be 
hereafter established, in accordance with an act of Congress ap- 
proved July second, ei^teen hundred and sixty-two, the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars for the year ending June thirtietli, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, and an annual increase of tlte amount of such 
appropriation thereafter for tea yews by an addition^ sum of one 
thousand dollars over the preceding year, and ihe annual amount to 
be paid thereafter to each State and Temtory shall be twenty-five 
thousand dollars to be applied only to instruction- in ogricultun, llie 
me<dianio arts, the English language and the various tranches of 
mathematjcal, physic^, natural and economic sdence, witb special 
reference to their appUcationa in the industries of life, and to the 
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faeiUtiw for such imtructioi): Promded, That no money shall be paid 
out under this act to any State or Territoiy for the support and 
maintenance of a college where a distinction of race or color is made in 
the admiaaiou of students, hut the establishment and maintenance 
of such coll^^ separately for white and colored students shall be 
held to be a compliance vith the provisions of this aot if tJie funds 
received in such State or Territory be equitebly divided as hereinafter 
set fortb.: Provided, That in any State in which there has been one 
college established in pursuance of the act of July second, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-two, and also in which an educational institution 
of like character has been established, or may be hereafter established, 
and is now aided by such State from its owit revenue, for the educa- 
tion of colored students in agriculture and the mechanic arts, how- 
ever named or styled, or whether or not it has receyied money hereto- 
fore under the act to which this act is an amendment, the Ij^islatuie 
of such State may propose and report to the Secietaiy of the Interior 
a just and equitable division of the fund to be received under this act 
between one college for white students and one institution for colored 
studente eatablished as aforesaid, which shall be divided into two 
parts and paid accordingly, and thereupon such institution for col- 
ored studeote shall be entitled to the benefits of this act and subject 
to its provisions, aa much as it would have been if it had been included 
under the act of eighteen hundred and sixty^two, and the fulfillment 
of the foregoing provisions shall be token as a compliance with the 
provision in reference to separate colleges for wlute and colored 
students. 

Sec. 2. That the sums hereby appropriated to the States and Ter- 
ritories for the further endowment and support of colleges shall be 
annually paid on or before the thirty-first day of July of each year, 
by the Secretaiy of the Treaauiy, upon the warrant of the Secretary 
of the Interior, out of the Treasury of the United States, to the Stabs 
or Territorial treasurer, or to such officer as shall be designated 1^ 
the laws of such State or Territoiy to recmve the same, who shall, 
upon the order of the trustees of the college, or tlie institution for 
colored students, immediately pay over said sums to the treasurers 
of the respective colleges or other institutions entitled to receive the 
same, and such treasurers shall be required to report to the Secretsty 
of Agriculture and to the Secretaiy of the Interior, on or before 
the first day of September of each year, a detailed statement of the 
amount so received and of its disbursement. The grants of moneys 
authorized by this act are made subject to the l^islative assent of the 
several States and Territories to the purpose of said grants : Provided, 
That payments of such installments of tlie appropriation herein made 
as shall become due to any State before the adjournment of the r^^ar 
session of l^islature meeting next after the passage of this act shall 
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be made upon the assent of the governor thereof, duly certified to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 3. That if any portion of tlie moneys received 1^ the desig- 
nated officer of the State or Territory for the further and more com- 
pleto endowment, support, and maintenance of collies, or of insti- 
tutions for colored students, as provided in this act, shall, by any 
action or contingency, be diminislied or lost, or be misapplied, it shall 
be replaced by the State or Territory to which it belongs, and until so 
replaced no subsequent appropriation shall be apportioned or paid to 
such State or Territory ; and no portion of said moneys shall be applied, 
directly or indirectly, under any pretense whatever, to the purchase, 
Arection, preservation, or repair of any building or buildings. An 
annual report by the president of each of said colleges shall be made 
to the Secretaiy of Agriculture, as well as to ,the Secretary of tJie 
Interior, regarding the condition and progress of each college, includ- 
ing statistical information in relation to its receipts and expenditures, 
its library, the number of its students and professors, and also as to 
any improvements and experiments made under the direction of any 
experiment stations attached to said collies, with their costs and 
results, and such other industrial and economical statistics as may be 
regarded as useful, one copy of which shall be transmitted by mail 
free to all other coUegee further endowed under this act. 

Sec. 4. That on or before the first day of July in each year, after 
the passage of this act, the Secretaiy of the Interior shall ascertain 
and certify to the Secretary of the Treasury as to each State and Ter- 
ritory whether it is entitled to receive its share of the annual appro- 
priation for colleges, or of institutions for colored students, under 
this act, and the amount which thereupon each is entitled, respec- 
tively, to receive. If the Secretary of the Interior shall withhold a 
certificate from any State or Territory of its appropriation the facts 
and reasons therefor shall be reported to the President, and the 
amount involved shall be kept separate in the Treasuiy until the close 
of the next Congress, in order that the State or Territory may, if it 
should so desire, appeal to Congress from the determination of the 
Secretary of the Interior. If the next Congress shall not direct such 
sum to be paid it shall be covered into the Treasury. And the Sec- 
retary of the Interior is hereby charged with the proper administra- 
tion of this law. 

Sec. 5, That the Secretary of tlie Interior shall annually report to 
Congress the disbursements which have been made in all the States 
and Territories, and also whether the appropriation of any State or 
Territory has been withheld, and if so, the reasons therefor. 

Sec. 6. Congress may at any time amend, suspend, or repeal any 
or all of the provisions of this act. (Approved, Aug. 30, 1890.) 
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Nelson Amendment of 1907. 

[Extract from "An Act making appiopriatioiifl for the Deputmeut of Agriculture 
for the fiscal y«ai ending June ihirtielh, nineteen hundred and eight," approved 
Mar. 4, 1907 {Public— Ko. 242).] 

Be it ejuicted by the Senate and House of Repretentativea of the Unttsd 
States of America in Confess assembled,

That there shall be, and hereby is, annually appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not oflierwiae appropriated, to be paid as here- 
inafter provided, to each State and Territory for tlie more complete 
endowment and maintenance of a^cultural colleges now established, 
or which may Iiereafter be established, in accordance with the Act of 
Congress approved July second, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and 
the Act of Congress approved August thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety, the sum of five thousand dollars, in addition to the sums named 
in the said Act, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hun- 
dred and eight, and an annual increase of the amount of such appro- 
priation thereafter for four years by an additional sum of five thousand 
dollars over the preceding year, and the annual sum to be paid tliere- 
after to each State and Territory shall be fifty thousand dollars, to bo 
applied only for the purposes of the agricultural colleges as defined and 
limited in tJie Act of Congress approved July second, eighteen himdred 
and sixty-two, and the Act of Congress approved August thirtieth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety. 

That the sum hereby appropriated to the States and Territories for 

the further endowment and support of the colleges shall be paid by, to, 

and in the manner prescribed by tlie Act of Congress approved August 

thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety, entitled "An Act to apply a 

portion of the proceeds of tlie public lands to tlie more complete 

endowment and support of the colleges for tlie benefit of agriculture 

and the mechanic art« established under the provisions of the Act of 

' Congress approved July second, eighteen hundred and sixty-two," 

! and the expenditure of the said money shall be governed in all respects 

by the provisions of tlie said Act of Congress approved July second, 

' eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and the said Act of Congress ap- 

I proved August tliirtietli, eighteen hundred and ninety: Provided, 
Tliat said colleges may use a portion of this money for providing 
courses for the special preparation of instniclora for teaching the 
elements of ^riculture and the mechanic arts. 
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Rulings and Instructifma ^elativ^ to the Acts of 
Congress of August 30, 1890, and March 4, 1907, 
in Aid of Colleges of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts. 

The Rttention of presidents, tre^urers, and bovds of contro] of 
State colleges of agriculture and mechanic arts, and of institutions of 
like character for colored students, is respectfully called to the 
requirements of the acts of Congress, approved August 30, 1890 (26 
Stat. L., p. 417), and March 4, 1907 (34 Stat. L., p. 1281), in aid of 
colleges of agriculture afid ipechantc arts respecting the annual 
reports of the presidents and treasurers of said institutions to the 
Secretarj' of tl>e Interior and the Secretary of Agriculture, and to 
certain decisions respecting tlie disbursement of the funds authorized 
by the said act. 

1. The annual reports.of treasurers are required to be made on or 
before September 1 of each year (sec. 2). 

2. Ilie reports of presidents must be received before the States can 
be certified for the annual installments of this fund, and it is respect- 
fully requested that they be forwarded to this office not later than 
September 1 of each year, 

3. The funds annually appropriated by the act of August 30, 1890, 
must be expended during the year for which they are appropriated 
and for the purposes specified in tlie said act, and can not he allowed 
to accumulate in the form of an tmexpended balance or be invested 
as a permanent interest-bearing fund (decision of the Assistajut 
Attorney General, June 20, 1899). The department will insist on 
the expenditure annually of substantially the entire amount appro- 
priated by the act of August 30, 1890, and the act of March 4, 1907, 
and boards of control of agricultural and mechanical colleges are 
requested to make provision for such expenditures. It is under- 
stood, of course, that contracts may be entered ipto for machinery or 
other educational material which, for good reasons, may not be 
ready and paid for until tlio foIJowing year. In such cases it is suffi- 
cient to explain, by a note in the report, tliat the balance is held for 
the purpose of liquidating bills already incurred, and stating the 
nature of the outstanduig contracts. 

4. The funds are "to bo applied oiUy to instruction in agriculture, 
the mechanic arts, the English language, and the various branches of 
mathematical, physical, natural and economic science, with special 
reference to their applications in the industries of life, and to the 
facilities for such instruction" and "for providing courses for the 
special preparation of instructors for teacliing the elements of agri- 
culture and mechanic arts." It is held that this language authorizes 
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the purcbo^B from this moaey of ^paratvu, machinery, textbooks, 
refemice bookB, stock, find R^aterial usei} in itf^tn^ctioQ, or for the 
ptuposci!! of iUmtxntioa in ponneRtion with wy 4^ the lirwcW 
enumerated, and the pafment of Bftlams of instructors in said 
branches q^j; but, \n C9» of mac^ua^iy (p^oh ^ boiWs, eaiginM* 
puD^, etc.) and farm atock, which ftfe m«de to aervQ for both 
InstrucUoBft] and other purposes, tlje FfldwM funds may be chftrged 
witli only sj). equitable portion of th« tmt of said mMhio«7 wd 
stock- 

5. Th» expenditure of aoy portion of thes4 funds for th^ purchaaa, 
erection, preserration, or repair of any building or buildings under 
any pretenae ^atever is speoifically {vohibitod by the act (^ec. S) ; 
the purchftBO of Isnij 19 not allowable (decision of Afisistant Attorney 
General, 3((ar„ 1891), npr eicpe^ditvros for permanent in^roTfiment 
to buil4ij^i grounds, and farms, augb aa el^arioXi draining, Aod 
fencing of land. 

6. The salaries of purely administrative officers, such as treasurers 
(decision of Assistant Attorney General, Mar. 7, 1894), presidents, 
secretaries, bookkeepers, janitors, watchmen, etc., can not be charged 
to this fund, nor the sidaries of other administrative officers, like 
superintendents, foremen, and matrons, and the wages of unskilled 
laborers and assistants in shops, laboratories, and fields; nor oan it be 
expended for heating or lighting buildings, musical instruments, mili- 
tary equipment, furniture, cases, shelving, desks, blackboards, tables, 
lockers, salaries of instructors in philosophy, psychology, ethics, logic, 
history, political science, civioe, pedagogy, military science and tac- 
tics, and in ancient and modem languages (except En^ish). When 
an administrative officer also gives instruction in any of the branches 
of study mentioned 'm the act of August 30, 1890, or when an instruc- 
tor gives such instruction and also devotes part of his time to giving 
instruction in branches of study not mentioned in the aaid act, only 
a part of such person's salary proportionate to the time devoted to 
giving instruction in the branches of study mentioned in the siud act 
of August 30, 1890, can be charged to these funds. In the divi^on of 
time between instruction^ and other services, one hour of instruc- 
tion shall be regarded as the equivalent of two hours of administra- 
tive, supervisory, or experiment station work. 

7. No part of the funds received under the provisions of the acts 
of 1890 and 1907 may be used for any form of extension work, and 
all instructiim must be given at the institutions reoeiving these funds, 
except that a reasonable portion of the funds provided by tha act of 
1907 may he used for the histruction of teachers in agiioulture, 
mechanic arts, and domestic science at summer schools, teachers' 
institutes, and by correspondence, and in supervising and directing 
work in these subjects in high schools. 
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8. AE or a part of the funds provided by the act of March 4, 1907, 
may be used "for providing courses for the special preparation of 
instructors for teaching the elements of agriculture and mechanic 
arts." It is held that this language authorizes expenditures for 
instruction in the history of agriculture and industrial education, in 
methods of teaching agriculture, mechanic arts, and home economics, 
and also for special aid and supervision ^ven to teachers actively 
engaged in teaching agriculture, mechanic arts, and home economics 
in public schools. It does not authorize expenditures for general 
courses in pedagogy, psycholt^y, history of education, and methods 
of teaching. 

9. In order that greater uniformity in the reports of treasurers may 
be obtained in the future, the following classification of subjects that 
may be included under the several schedules has been prepared, such 
dassification to be adhered to by the treasurers of the various insti' 
tutions in the preparation of their annual reports:
